Toronto Saturday Night: If the or¬ 
der of the United States attorney gen¬ 
eral to the effect that all vessels en¬ 
tering American ports shall be “dry," 
is upheld by the courts, which no 
doubt will be appealed to, there will 
be boom days in Canadian ports.

2 Scoop 


A new industry—that of the sale of 
coniferous seeds—is being tested out 
in the province and promises to mean 
a good deal, both for British Columbia 
and for the deforested ' areas ‘ of 
Europe. A large quantity of. Douglas 
Fir and Sitka spruce is being inspect¬ 
ed and prepared for shipment to 
France at the present time. If the 
cones show promise when planted and 
germinated in French forest areas, it 
is said that a large demand~will be 
made for shipments of cones. 

One of the greatest drives in the 
history of the Eau Claire Lumber 
company, of Calgary, has just been 
brought to a successful conclusion by 
the driving of 5,000,600 feet of spruce 
logs, sixty-five miles down the Bow 
river from Ghost river, where the log¬ 
ging operations of the company are at 
the present time conducted. The saw 
mills of this company are^ turning out 
finished lumber at the rate of 60,000 
feet a day, and there is already a 
stock of something like 6,000,000 feet 
of dressed lumber on hand in the 
yards. 

The agricultural schools of this 
province will be opened for the winter 
course on October 31st. The enroll¬ 
ment of pupils is progressing and it 
is expected that there will be an is- 
crease in attendance over 1921. On 
the l?th and 18th the principals of the 
different schools, S. H. Gandicr, of 
Vermilion, F. S. Grisdale, of Olds, J.

WILL TAKE A VOTE 


RED CROSS DRIVE 


In the city of Toronto there has 
been organized a Safe Driven' dab 
which is performing an invaluable 
service by bringing to the mind of 
the general motoring public the ne¬ 
cessity pf employing proper precau¬ 
tions to prevent needless accidents. 
Here in the west an organization such 
as this should be formed for a small 
percentage of drivers at least are 
reckless in their driving, particularly 
on country roads. Here are a few of 
the safety rules which have been ad¬ 
vocated by the Ontario Motor league: 

1. When a man in the wrong is- 
sists on the right-of-way, let him have 
it. You can’t argue with a fool. 

2. Get the hand signal habit. It 
protects you as well as others. 

5. When the man behind wants to 
pass, slow down and draw over. It’s 
safer* to have him speeding ahead 
you than alongside you. 

4. Don’t dash by street care as 
they are about to stop. 

6. Don’t try to pass the car ahead 
’when another is approaching from the 


The strength of the force, as at the 
end of December, was 9 officers, 176 
noncommissioned officers and men, 
65 horses, 16 automobiles, 2 power 
boats, 7 bloodhounds. 

In criminal offences there were 
6,851 cases entered, 123 awaiting trial, 
with 6,719 convictions obtained, giv¬ 
ing a percentage of 85 in convictions. 

The total number of prisoners han¬ 
dled by the force during the year was 
3,491. 

The number of cases against wom¬ 
en was 81, an increase on the previ¬ 
ous year. Thirty-four convictions were 
obtained. Forty were either with¬ 
drawn or dismissed, and there were 
seven awaiting trial. 

Offences against property, ordinary 
thefts, accounts for 600 cases entered, 
against 624 in 1920, a decrease of 24 
cases. Four' hundred and forty-four 
convictions yere obtained, 130 cases 
were withdrawn or dismissed, and 
there were 26 awaiting trial. 

There were 83 cases of horse and 
cattle stealing entered this year, 40 
convictions obtained, eight cases dis¬ 
missed, and six important cases 
awaiting trial, an increase of four 
cases on 1920. 

During the year the force handled 
281 insane persons—91 females and 
190 males. 

There were 1,362 cases entered un¬ 
der the Liquor Act and 1,266 convic¬ 
tions obtained, 95 dismissals and with¬ 
drawals, and one case awaiting trial. 
The special liquor squad accounted 
for 291 cases, obtaining 264 convic¬ 
tions, 1,071 cases were handled by the 
uniform members of the force, and 
1,002 convictions obtained. This shows 
a decrease of 177 cases handled by 
this force as compared with* 1920. The 
decrease is due to the fact that after 
February, 1921, the different city 


For the second successive year a 
Junior Membership Campaign will be 
held in connection with the Red Cross 
drive, which is to take place this year 
from November 6 to 11.

Cross hospital was opened in Calgary. 
This year an objective of 40,000 junior 
members has been set and if this 
number is enrolled it will be possible 
to operate this institution at full ca- 
Each child 


Hugh S. Parker of Carmangay has 
been named by the board of trustees 
as returning officer for the vote to bs 
taken on the banding of the Little 
Bow Irrigation District. The vote will 
be taken November 7, one polling sta¬ 
tion only, The Carmangay town hall, 
being designated. The amount of the 
proposed bond issue is $26,000, de¬ 
tails of the proposed work having 
been published in the local paper. The 
poll will be open from 9 o’clock in the 
morning until 6 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon. 

The uses to which the $26,000 will 
be put are the defraying of the ex¬ 
penses connected with the formation 
of the district, the construction of tbs 
works, estimated at $37,000, and de¬ 
benture and operation costs. The pro¬ 
vincial government, through ah ar¬ 
rangement entered into last Thursday, 
agrees to pay to the district $18,000 
in consideration of the right to per¬ 
manently divert a certain amount of 
water from the Highwood to the Lit¬ 
tle Bow river, through the' works of 
the new district.

“I am not going to Australia to 
tell Australians that we expect to sell 
everything to them and buy nothing 
in return,” said Hon. J. A. Robb, fed¬ 
eral minister of trade and commerce, 
at Vancouver recently, addressing the 
Vancouver board of trade on the eve of 
his departure to the Antipodes on an 
official mission from this country. “In 
Australia,” he added, “I hope to make 
a fair bargain which will result not 
only in greater sales for Canada but 
in an increase of purchases from Aus¬ 
tralia. In doing so we shall follow a 
policy of greatest value to the whole 
empire.” 

Mr. Robb repeated his assertion that 
the Dominion government has no 
quarrel with the United States over 
the recent raising of the tariff wall 
between the two countries. But it 
would compel Canada to look for new 
markets and to give preference to 
those who give preference to Canada, 
he pointed out. 

And ill this connection Canada will 
get along very nicely with railway 
and ocean freight rates reduced to a 
pre-war basis and the embargo re¬ 
moved from Canadian cattle entirely 
Great Britain removed conditions 
should improve the coming year.
